President McKinley Calls an Extra 


Session of Congress. 


WASHINGTON, March 
4.—L'reaident 


McKinley this afternoon iaaued a procla- 
mation convening congress in session 
Monday, March 15th. 


"By the President of the United 


States ol America—Proclamation. 


"WHEREAS, Public interests require 


that the congress of the United States 
should be convened in extra session at 
12 o'clock ou the 15th day of March, 
1897, to receive such communication as 
may bo made by the executive. 


"Now, therefore, I, William McKin- 


ley, President of the United States or 
America, do hereby proclaim and de- 
clare that an extraordinary occasion re- 
'.quires the congress of tho United States 
to convene in extra Reesion at tbe cap- 
itol in the city ot Washington on the 
15th day of March, 1897, at 12 o'clock, 
noon, ol which all persons who shall at 
that time be entitled to act as members 
are hereby required to take notice. 


"Given under my band and seal ol 


the United Statea at Washington, the 
Oth day of March, in tho year of Our 
Lord, one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-BOven, and of tho independence 
of the United States, the one hundred 
and twenty-first.

The trial of Ab Loe on a charge of sell- 


ing lottery tickets resulted in a diea- 
greemeut of the jury yesterday. Sis 
were for acquittal and six for conviction, 
and the jury was discharged by Justice 
St. John 'alter it had deliberated lor 
about an hour and p. half. 


The jury was completed shortly after 


the convening of court yesterday morn- 
ing, and the following were tbe twelve 
peera of Ah Lee: J. W. Blade, Jobu 
Robinson, 0. Bailey, W. F. Plate, G. 
Brainard, 0. E. Lander, J. G. Lowery, 
E. S. Pendletou, A. P. Kiddor, O. A. 
Stevens, Cal McVey and J. E. Doolittle. 


The prosecution, which waa conducted 


by Deputy District Attorney Jones, pre- 
sented a very clear caaa against tbe de- 
fendant, and Ah Leo hud uo teatimoriy 
to offer. It was another demonstration 
of tho dilTiculties that beset the authori- 
ties iu gutting juries to convict in lottery 
cases. Mr. Junes made a determiued 
effort yesterday to convict Ah Lee; he 
presented tho evidence in a clear and 
strong light, such aa wouldvoceui to con- 
vince any reasonable man of tho de- 
fendant's Kuilt. 
U«t ttht> Jury wtta 


against him, and he waa aubjocted to 
another discouraging defeat. 


The prosecuting witness was E. SI. 


Auyuatiue, and he waa liret placed on 
the stand. Ho testified that ho had 
purchased a Chinese lottery ticket from 
Ah Leo in Chinatown, and identified 
the ticket in court. He was accom- 
panied at the time by JOBO Cabrel and 
saw tbe defendant sell a ticket to him 
also. Tho witness admitted that he 
bought the ticket for the purpose of 
proaecutiuK tho Chinaman. Hop Lea, 
the well known Chinaman, had couio to 
hia houea and offered to sell lottery 
tickets to hia wife. This made him 
vary angry aud ho decided to try to have 
the gamoa closed. He went to China- 
town aud bought a ticket, and then 
went before Justice St. John and sworo 
to the complaint. 


Cabrol. the companion ol the proBB- 


ctiting witness, also t«sli(led as to hav- 
ing bought a lottery ticket from Ah L«o 
at the same time that Augustine pur- 
chased his. Oabrel ia a Portuguese, 
jand an interpreter was neceeaary to j-et 
his testimony. Ho became somewhat 
confused us to tlio Identilicatioii of tho 
defendant. He would iirat eay posi- 
tively that Ah Loe, who nut beside hie 
attorneys, was tho man from whom ha 
bought tho lottery ticket, aud then ex- 
press a doubt. 
Tho next witness was Deputy Consta- 


ble S. S, Orutcber, who arrested All Loe 
on tho warrant sworn out by Augustine. 
When tho olllcer called ut tho store in 
Chinatown and placed Ah Luo under ar- 
rest, the Ohinatnau said several Union, 
"Let me uo, I sold only thatone ticket," 
practically admittiuR his guilt. Besides 
Ihia the deputy conatablo had found in 
tbe defendant's possession a complete 
outfit for the Belling and marking of 
tickets. Ho had setaed these, together 
wltli n upindle holdlmr duplicates of the 
tickets Loe had eold for the next draw- 
ing. There wero also eeveral hooka of 
blank tickets.

prosecution, and the defense announced 
that it had uo testimony to oiler.
